stand guard is well described In the 
following extracts from a letter writ- 
ten by Lewis G. Hamilton, formerly a 
Washington High school cadet, now 
in the Fourteenth iniantry, *a' a rela- 
tive in this city, says the Washington 
Post Under date of Dwv 1 Mr. Ham- 
ilton say a: 


"We are quartered in a large hut 


made of bamboo on the road from Ma- 
nila to Imus, the main route for all 
traffic and commerce in the province 
of Cavite. We are kept here to guard 
this road and the Imus river, which is 
only about 500 yards away. We keep 
a sentry on the road and at the tnouth 
of the river to Inspect every article 
that goes by and to see that no con- 
traband of war gets through the lines, 
sccii as matches, sulphur, charcoal, 
saltpeter, etc. The natives resort to all 
fcinds of tricks in order to elude the 
guard. They have boxes wltb false 
bottoms, wagons with false bottoms, 
and even bottles with the same. Ia 
order'to get sufficient explosives they 
sometimes' resort to matches. 
They 


carry small quantities at a time through 
the tines and use the heads o£ the 
matches when they cannot get. gun- 
powder. Then, again, they use thou- 
sands of paper caps which small boys 
in America have for ailing toy pistols. 
One box would not be enough to ex- 
plode a cartridge, but by taking large 
quantities of them and extracting what 
little powder they contain the Filipinos 
manage to make out to shoot. In order 
to do this they compel every old mac; 
woman and even children to work con- 
stantly. 


At reveille, 6 ia the morning, we an- 


swer roll call and go through setting 
up exercises with our rifles for about 
15 minutes. We have breakfast, of j 
oatmeal, condensed milk, bacon, coffee j 
and .bread. At 7:30 we take a four or j 
five mile march through the enemy's 
country. 
In order to- prevent a sur- 


prise, we march with four men. in ad- 
vance, foae more- men 50 yards in tbeir 
rear, then four other men on the right f 
flank, four men on the left flank &nd j 
then the main party. All keep strict! 
lookout for ambushes or a surprise of j 
any sort. 


At 12 o'clock we have our dinner,} 


which consists of beefsteak, mashed j 
potatoes, gravy and prunes or pork 
and beans. At 0 o'clock we have sup- 
per of rice, apple sauce, canned salmon, 
with onions, or else pancakes and sir- 
up. On Sunday we have plum cliiff for 
tiinner. "We always have coffee or tea 
•with each mea! and no hard tack un- 
less on a. lotig march through places j 
•where we cannot have supplies accom- 
pany us. 


At 0 o'clock we have retreat, and at 


8 o'clock we go to bad unless we are on 
guard. EKer* day there are 11 raen on i 
guard dftty and eight others foff patrol j 


ehonld, have excellent sight' and bear- 
Ing. The yoang men who think they 
could enlist even if they hare same 
slight trouble with eyes or ears should 
be thankful that they are not over 
here placing their own and the lives of 
others in jeopardy. AVhoever the offi- 
cial was that issued the order barring 
all mea who are not up to the mark de- 
serves due credit for helping the Amer- 
ican army to be victorious la the Phil- 
ippines. 


When the army is -on tne march and 


camps for the night, the sentry is post- 
ed nlone without having others with 
him to relieve him except from the 
maJn camp. He is usually posted 
about a quarter of a mile in front or on 
the flank of the sleeping camp and 
stays all' night on guard, although he 
may have fought or marched all day. 
Altogether, guard duty is very hard 
and so dangerous and trying that 1 
firmly believe that six hours of it ev- 
ery night for two weeks would cause 
the average man to become a nervous 
wreck. 


When we were dolnjf patrol duty 


along the Imus road, we were simply 
•walking targets. The road is along the 
left bank of the livee, and on the right 
bank were the insurgents' trenches. 
They could see us, hot we could not 
see them. All thay had to do was to 
ilre at us, and if a man was not hit 
on the first shot he would feel the ne- 
cessity of protecting his life. 


The soldiers are well looked after all 


the time. They have three shower 
baths for each company when in Ma- 
nila, and the quarters are fine. Ksslly 
I rather like the life.
